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Dear Sir: 

Applicants are appreciative for the Personal Interview of September 9, 2009 with 
regard to the subject application. Applicants Philipp Lang and Daniel Steines 
participated, as did David Cerveny and the undersigned, as counsel. Representing the 
Patent and Trademark Office were Examiners Melissa Montano and Bruce Snow. In 
accordance with the requirement of the Interview Summary received, the following 
summarizes the substance of the Interview. 

Dr. Lang showed a model of the product of the present invention. The 
amendment filed by applicants on May 26, 2009 was then discussed. In particular, the 
Examiners agreed that the amendment filed on May 26, 2009 appeared to overcome the 
rejections based on U.S. Patent No. 6, 203,576 (Fell et al.), U.S. Patent No. 6,203,576 
(Afriat et al), and U.S. Patent No. 4,344,193 (Kenny). The wherein clause and 
functional language of the product claims were discussed, as was the potential 
obviousness to make an implant custom-fitted. The Examiners suggested including 
product-by-process language, and claiming multiple sizes of implants and/or ratios in 
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order to better convey the patentable features of the invention. The Examiners indicated 
that an updated search and interpretation of the claims would be performed. 
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
